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Didsbury experiencing a building boom 

Building permit values for first six months in 2012 already breaks record for entire year

The good times are not only rolling again in Didsbury 
but the ride is even better. 

The town is going through an unprecedented boom 
with building permit values for the half year in 2012. The 
six-month totals already exceed the previous record for 
an entire year. 

For all of 2007, the total value of building permits 
achieved a record of $16,465,144. For the first six months 
of 2012, the total value of building permits is already at 
$18,607,400 - more than $2 million over the final tally of 
2007. 

The other two top years for development in Didsbury 


were 2006 and 2000. In 2006, the total value of building 
permits for the entire year was $14,387,885 while in 2009 
the total for the year was $14,202,330. 

“This is a very exciting time for the Town of Didsbury,” 
said Roy Brown, the town’s chief administrative officer. 
“To set a new building permit record this early in the year 
makes us extremely excited about the future. 

“The town has been working with other businesses who 
think that now is the time to build in Didsbury and those 
new projects will add to this total. This is looking to be a 
banner year for building in Didsbury.” 

The town’s record-breaking year is being fuelled by big 
projects, including the Bethany Care Centre, the Heritage 
Crossing condominium project and the shopping com¬ 
plex along Highway 582. 


Town officials said council and administration have 
been working with other major developers who claim 
they are giving strong consideration on moving ahead 
with projects that were previously suspended. 

Mayor Brian Wittal is crediting the turnaround of the 
economy for Didsbury’s current prosperity. 

“With the current upswing in the Alberta economy busi¬ 
nesses are encouraged and confident to move forward 
with their growth strategies. Didsbury is getting its fair 
share of this new growth as shown by these encouraging 
stats," said Wittal. “Council and administration have been 
working hard the past few years to establish Didsbury as 
the ‘Place to Grow’ and we are now seeing the rewards 
for this hard work. This is going to help set Didsbury up 
for a very promising future of growth and prosperity.”

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Angle Energy and town reach deal on water 

Calgary company makes unique industry move to have exclusive use over lagoon water

Calgary's Angle Energy Iuls just entered into an exclu¬ 
sive agreement with the town to purchase water from the 
waste water storage lagoon for use in the company's con¬ 
troversial fracking operations in the area. 

The company, which has several horizontal oil wells in 
the Didsbury area, will be (laying the town tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars, depending on the amount taken each 
year of the three-year agreement. 

“This is something really different. 1 would he surprised 
if other (oil) companies don’t look at this. I believe it 
makes us one step ahead,” said Graham Cormack, Angle 
Energy's vice-president of operations, of the company’s 
exclusive right within the oil industry to use Didsbury’s 
water. He added the company and the town have been in 
discussions about the deal since hist January, and that 
they were kept deliberately quiet due to the competitive 
nature of the oil and gas industry. 

“It makes good business sens*' to do what we did," said 
Cormack, noting he is only aware of one other similar 
arrangement in the industry, a multi-million dollar agree¬ 
ment signed in 2010 between Shell Canada and the City of 
Dawson Creek in British Columbia. 

“For us it is a win-win situation. This is not the cheap¬ 
est source of water but it is better for the environ¬ 
ment." 

Cormack declined to discuss financial details of the 
agreement with the town but Mayor Brian Wittal said the

deal calls for Angle to pay $50,000 for 
lagoon water up to 10,000 cubic metres, 
an additional $50,000 for water between 
10,(KM) and 40,(KM) cubic metres, and 
another $50,(MM) for amounts more than 
40,(MM) cubic metres. At the same time 
the agreement stipulates the town can¬ 
not enter into a similar agreement with 
any other company in the oil and gas 
industry.

Revolution Festival planned for 2013

An ambitious plan by a 
new Christian-based group 
to stage an inaugural out¬ 
door music concert - 
Revolution Festival - in the 
Didsbury area in 2013 is 
strongly supported by the 
mayor but will not be held 
within town limits. 

“We don't have the facili¬ 
ties. We are looking at the 
surrounding area," said 


Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Revolution Ministries, a 
new group of five mem¬ 
bers established earlier 
this year, is an umbrella 
organization aiming to cre¬ 
ate many activities, includ¬ 
ing concerts, retreats and 
camps, for citizens seek¬ 
ing a spiritual way of life 
based on the readings of 
the Bible and the teach¬ 
ings of Christ. 

Josiah Cook, a Didsbury 
businessman and founder 
and director of the group, 


emphasized Revolution 
Ministries is not a church, 
nor even what is known as 
a non-denominational 
church. He said the group 
achieved non-profit status 
two months ago and is 
now seeking to be legally 
recognized as a charity. 

“There are a number of 
different things we are 
going to do,” said Cook. 

He said group members 
are also in the process of 
applying for grants and 
loans to stage the event, 


which is tentatively sched¬ 
uled for Aug. 22 to 25, 
2013. Cook would not 
comment on how much 
his group is seeking in 
loans and grants, or how 
much the festival will cost. 

“We believe there is a 
good possibility we can 
get 5,000 to 10,000 people 
to attend this event,” said 
Cook. 

“Based on our market 
research this is not just a 
shoot in the stars.”

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Heritage plans moving forward 

Property owners will soon be able to apply for provincial funding help

Re vine Shift 

Didsbury is set to 
become one of Alberta’s 
prestigious heritage com¬ 
munities. 

Town council approved a 
motion last week (June 2(5) 
to move forward with its 
formal application to the 
provincial government for 
matching grant funding to 
implement Didsbury’s 
Heritage Management Plan 
(IIMP) and the Alberta 
Main Street Program. 
Council’s approval follows 
an exhaustive process 
since 2000 that saw the 
town complete its heritage 
survey and inventory. 

“This is great. It sets the 
tone for council really tak¬ 
ing heritage conservation 
seriously in this communi¬ 
ty and the tone for future 
heritage conservation proj¬ 
ects," said Lesley 
Bannister, the town’s com¬ 
munity planning officer. 

It is expected the town’s 
applications will be 
approved by the province 
by March. Didsbury will 
then join a select group of 
three provincial communi¬ 
ties, including Uptowne 
Olds, that are officially des¬ 
ignated as Alberta Main 
Street communities. 

“With the Alberta Main 
Street Program, it adds a 
potential $40,000 matching 
grant funding for economic 
development opportunities

in this community based 
on our heritage values," 
said Bannister. “I think we 
really have a unique histor¬ 
ical downtown and a really 
unique community and it is 
about time we started 
showing people that." 

The $40,000 from the 
Alberta Main Street 
Program is designed to be 
split four ways towards 
four different projects - 
marketing, design, organi¬ 
zation and economic devel¬ 
opment. This will be deter¬ 
mined by a body estab¬ 
lished by council, possibly 
a new downtown econom¬ 
ic development committee, 
to oversee the program in 
the community. 

Meanwhile, the HMP will 
look at establishing the 
designation process for the 
town’s municipal historic 
resources, an essential 
requirement to access 


provincial grant funding 
from the Municipal 
Heritage Partnership 
Program (MHPP). The 
town’s 25 business and res¬ 
idential heritage property 
owners in the downtown 
core will be eligible for 50 
per cent matching funding 
up to $50,000 a year. The 
provincial government 
selects one application a 
year. 

“If we are approved by 
the provincial government 
for matching funding three 
properties will be selected 
to be designated as part of 
the Heritage Management 
Plan,” said Bannister. “We 
have some really passion¬ 
ate property owners. 
Hopefully, we will be able 
to let them know ahead of 
time which properties will 
be selected, and that will 
be up to the Heritage 
Advisory Committee to 


make those recommenda¬ 
tions.” 

Before making its final 
vote, council was asked to 
consider whether it wanted 
to implement both plans at 
the same time, or wait a 
year for one or both. The 
earliest budget year that 
would see cost ramifica¬ 
tions for the town would 
be 2013. 

At the Committee of the 
Whole Meeting on June 12 
council members were told 
if both plans were pursued 
separately the total cost to 
the town would be $35,000. 
If done together the cost 
would be $25,000 - saving 
the town $10,(KM). 

As well, by doing both 
plans together the town 
will have two integrated 
plans with “clearly identi¬ 
fied outcomes" for resi¬ 
dents and defined roles 
and responsibilities for 
council, property owners, 
the town’s Heritage 
Advisory Committee and 
administration, said a 
report to council members 
on June 12. 

“We have a group of six 
passionate (heritage prop¬ 
erty) owners who have 
urgent infrastructure 
needs," said Bannister. “If 
we wait a year we run the 
risk of losing that momen¬ 
tum that is driving this.” 

Council opted on June 26 
to implement both plans at 
the same time for the 2013 
budget, which will save 
taxpayers $10,000.

As such the Redford government should do all it 
can to promote the industry, making sure oil and 
gas exploration and development continue for 
years to come. 

Any Alberta government that did anything less 
than its utmost to make sure the province 
remains a welcome environment for oil and gas 
companies would be falling down on the job. 

With that said, the same government must also 
do all it can to make sure the success of the oil 
and gas industry doesn’t inadvertently result in 
environmental damage to the province’s air, 
ground and water resources. 

And as anyone who has seen the damage caused 
by the recent oil pipeline leak on the Red Deer 
River in West Central Alberta can attest, mishaps 
in the petroleum industry can sometimes lead to 
plenty of mess and great inconvenience for every¬ 
one. 

While the Redford Tories say their regulatory 
system does a good job of helping prevent oil 
spills, opposition parties say the government is 
failing to properly and adequately oversee the 
petroleum industry, resulting, in turn, in prevent¬ 
able environmental damage. 

“Conservative environmental protection has 
always been weak,” NI)P environment critic 
Rachel Notley said last week. “It’s always been 
more about press releases and polished public 
relations campaigns than about actually getting 
boots on the ground, and regulations on the 
books. 

“But when we see repeated failures on the part 
of pipeline companies, both the environment and 
industry sustainability are put at risk.” 

Notley is calling for a comprehensive and inde¬ 
pendent review of the regulatory oversight of 
Alberta’s oil and gas pipeline system. 

While it is wholly unlikely that the Redfprd gov¬ 
ernment would follow the advice of the NDP on 
this or any other matter, the PCs must keep in 
mind that their job is twofold when it comes to 
the oil and gas industry: promote development 
and protect the environment. 

Go ahead and champion Alberta’s petroleum 
industry, Premier Redford, but for everyone’s 
sake, also make sure it is clean and safe.

The scope of the plan has impressed 
Wittal, who said he has had many discus¬ 
sions with group members.
